PARROT’S DISEASE IN GERMANY

HAMBURG, Germany, Jan. 9.— 
The psittachosis, or parrot's dis-

Prather’s explanation of the pro- 
posal, Griesedieck said, was that 
Heber Nations could control“ his 
brother, Gus O. Nations, then chief 
of Federal prohibition enforce- 
ment here. Griesedieck quoted 
Prather as saying that Gus Na- 
tions was “just a kid,” and that 
Heber had got Gus his job. The 
pian, he quoted Prather as say- 
ing, was that Prather should as- 
certain when Gus Nations and his 
agents were going te be “out in 
the State,” and that the brewery 
should “run out” beer at such 
times, when there would be no in- 
terference. 

Didn’t Meet Heber Nations. 

Griesedieck said he had no per- 
sonal meeting with Heber Nations. 
He said Prather told him that 
Heber Nations did not wish to be 
dealing with two brewers, and 
have two brewers testifying against 
him, “in case anything should 
happen.” 

Griesedieck said that after the 
first run of beer, he met Prather 
at Hotel Jefferson and paid him a 
little more than $1000. This was 


were 10 or more meetings, perhaps 
as many as 13, at which $1000 or 
more was paid each time—he re- 
called $1080 as the amount in one 
case. The pay-off meetings were. 
at the Jefferson or Claridge Hotel. 
he said. 

Griesedieck said that at one time 
in the summer of 1923, Prather 
cautioned him to “tie low.“ as men 
from Kansas City were making an 
investigation.

LLOYD GEORGE BECOMES JUDGE; 
CHEERED BY FIRST DEFENDANT

CARNARVON, Wales, Jan. 9. — 
Former British Premier David 
Lloyd George today took his seat 
on the Magistrate’s bench as chair- 
man of. the Carnarvon County 
quarter sessions in the Courthouse | 
where nearly 40 years ago he prac- 
ticed as a solicitor. 

The first prisoner was 70-year- 
old Samuel Dew, charged with 
stealing a wheelbarrow. Lioyd 
George bound him aver in the 
Workhouse for 12 months instead 
of sending him to prison. As Dew 
went downstairs from the dock he 


cried “Thank you, Mr. Lioyd 
George. Three cheers for you!” 
The former Liberal. Premier, 


making a speech to the crowded 
courtroom, recalled that it was 33 
years since he had ap ed for 
the last time in that court to plead 
on behalf of a prisoner. 

“The prisoner must have been 
innocent,” Lloyd George said amid 
laughter, “because the jury found 
him not guilty. My mind goes back 
to the days when I understood the 
trepidations and the nervousness 
of a young advocate. Now Ik real- 
ize for the first time the anxieties 
of a young judge.”

There is no relief from the icy 
pavements and walks in sight for 
about a week, the Weather Bureau 
thinks, for the temperature is ex- 
pected to drop, with a minimum 
of 18 degrees tonight. Occasional 
snow is forecast for tonight and to- 
morrow. The temperature dropped 
to freezing point, 82 degrees, Mon- 
day night, and the highest it has 
been since then was 30, at 6 o'clock 
this morning, with a low of 19 
Tuesday morning. 

Ice-Coated Windshields. 

The comparative warmth ex- 
plains the freezing of rain as it fell 
and the adherence of sleet to auto- 
mobile windshields and to com- 
munication wires. Motorists have 
found ‘driving difficult because of 
the glare of ice coating windshields. 

A drop of a few degrees in tem- 
perature after midnight caused 25 


end of the Creve Coeur line. ‘The 
latter line operated as far out as 
Overland. 

Street cars in the city operated 
10 to 30 minutes behind schedule 
because of the interference of 
motor traffic, which found the 
easiest going on the tracks, and be- 
cause of the piles of soft show 
brushed onto the tracks by ma- 
chines. Consequently, trolleys ran 
Slowly. About 30 sweepers were 
operated all over the car system 
during the night to remove the 
thick accumulation of sleet and 
snow and six scrapers were sent 
out also but found it almost im- 
possible to accomplish their mis- 
sion on narrow streets where auto- 
mobiles were parked for the night 
near the tracks. 

There was difficulty in keeping 
trolley switches open. Similar 
trouble was experienced in the rail- 
road yards but trains entered and 
left Union Station with little delay, 
although more than half of the in- 
bound trains reached the terminal 
from a few minutes to two hours 
late. 


Air Service Canceled. 

All mail and passenger airplane 
services to and from St. Louis were 
canceled. There was poor visibil- 
ity, low ceiling and the danger of 
encrusting wings with ice. 

The Street Department put its 
maximum regular force of 225 men, 
55 wagons and 28 motor trucks to 
the task of removing snow and 
slush from the principal street in- 
tersections.

Engineer Specifically Against Downtown| 
Subways for Street Cars in ; Report to 


R. F. Kelker Jr., engineer for 
the city’s Transportation Survey 
Commission, presented a report to 
that body today stating hig con- 
clusions that St. Louis is not ready 
for rapid transit, but recommend. 
ing adoption of a rapid transit plan 
for construction when and it itt 
should be required. 
He stated that existing transpor- 
tation facilities could be so im- 
proved, at much less cost than 
rapid transit, as to adequately 
meet the transportation needs of 
the city for a number of years. 
Kelker particularly advised 
against construction of street car 
subways in the downtown district. 
That these would be the conclu- 
sions in Kelker’s report was exciu- 
sively forecast in the Post-Dispatch 
last Nov. 20. z 
Modification of Kinsey's Plan. 
The rapid transit plan recom- 
mended for probable future con- 
struction is a modification of the 
1926 plan prepared by E. R. Kin- 
sey, president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, and C. E. Smith, con- 
sulting engineer. Kelker estimates 
total cost of the modified plan at 
$214,331,000, as compared with 
272,606,500 for the Kinsey-Smith 
plan. 

In his discussion Kelker makes 
plain his view that only much 
greater density of population than 
now exists in the outlying sections 
of St. Louis and su areas 
will justify the construction of an 
expensive rapid tran it system. He 
says he thinks the growth of the 
city and county and the necessity 
for traffic relief in business sec- 
tions will eventually call for con- 
struction of a rapid transit sys- 
tem. 
He advises early adoption of a 
plan so that future street develop- 
ment, such as widening and exten- 
sion, can be carried out with the 
rapid transit plan in view, making 
possible large savings when and if 
rapid transit construction is under- 
taken. 

Looking to the Future. 
“As a result of our study of the 
physical and economic conditions 
surrounding the St. Louis trans- 
portation situation.“ the report 
states, we have concluded that the 
necessity for rapid transit has not, 
at this time, become so urgent as 
to justify the expenditure which 
would be involved There-is no 
question, however, that the rapidly 
growing metropolitan district of 
St. Louis may require rapid transit 
service in the next decade. 
“The continued vigorous growth 
of St. Louis County, coupled pos- 
sibly with a consolidation of the 
city and County of St. Louis. will 
hasten the day when the invest 
ment necessary for a rapid trans- 
it system will not only be warrant- 
ed but can also be supported. 
“With this n mind it would ap- 
pear desirable for the Transporta- 
tion Survey Commission to adopt a 
plan for a rapid transit system 
which, so far as the areas row 
within the limits of the City of St. 
Louis are concerned, will be a gen- 
eral location plan.” 


Summary of Rapid Transit Plan. 

Kelker's plan comprises the fol. 
lowing units listed in the order in 
which their construction might be 
required: 

A two- track rapid transit line 
extending from the city limits 
along Manchester avenne, Chou- 
teau avenue, Broadway, Cass 
avenue and Easton avenue to the 
city limits. 

A two-track line extending 
from the city limits along Grav- 
ois avenue, Ninth street, Four- 
teenth street, Twentieth street, 
and Florissant avenue to the city 
limits, (The section of this line 
on Ninth street between Chou- 
temu avenue and Cass avenue to 
be constructed simlutaneously 
with the first unit).

Favors Definite Plan. 

That a plan for comprehen- 
sive rapid transit development 
to meet the future transporta- 
tion needs of the city should now 
be adopted and be constructed as 
and when any of the routes are 
necessary and can be financed. 

That insofar as practical, rap- 
id transit structures should be 
located under or upon streets or 
highways which would have been 
widened so as to provide space 
for such structures when the 
transportation needs require 
their construction, thus obviat- 
ing the expense of procuring a 
private right-of-way. 

That the existing transporta- 
tion facilities, particularly the 
street rullway lines, can be so 
improved as to adequately mect 
the transportation needs of the 
city for a number of years and 
thereby move the time when 
rapid transit lines will be re- 
quired. further into the future. 

Comparative Statistics. 

To show the necessity for rapid 
transit does not now exist, Kelker 
submitted tables showing the 
density of population in St. Louis 
measured by number of persons to 
the atre is less than in cities hav- 
ing rapid transit. In St. Louis it 
is 22. in New York (Manhattan) 
168, Paris 161, Berlin 118, Lon- 
don 60, Boston 29, Philadelphia 25 
and Chicago 24. He points out, 
however, that other factors exist 
in Chicago and Philadelphia, such 
as greater congestion of traffic 
and concentration of. greater pro- 
portion of population in areas ac- 
cessible to rapid transit lines. 

Reckon Fare at 25 Cents. 
Discussing a rapid transit line 
that would connect St. Louis with 
the suburbs of Richmond Heights, 
Brentwood, Maplewood, Webster 
Groves, Glendale and Kirkwood, 
Kelker said that with the volume 
of traffic in sight it would reduire 
@ one-way fare of 25 cents to meet 
the fixed charges and operating 
expenses. He estimated the cost 
of such a line, 12 miles long, at 
$33,000,000. The rate of fare, he 
said, would be too high to attract 
the required number of passen- 
gers. ' 

We must conclude,” he said,

Griesedieck had sold beer. Griese- 
dieck said he did not ‘remember the 
names.

Evans explained his plan, hien 


he calls group farming, before the 
Georgia Association here, a con- 


ference of land-owners, farm ex- 


perts, capitalists and their repre- 
sentatives. 

‘What I have done is to take 
the tenant farmer into partnership, 
start him toward ownership of a 
200-acre farm and put him on @ 
year-around income basis,” Evans 
said. What we must is do develop 
a new race of farmers. 


“agriculture generally has been 


in a bad way, but the South’s farm- 
ing system—the tenant and credit- 
farming plan—seems to me to have 
blown up with the loudest bang. 
No Incentive to Betterment. 


“The tenant farmer, the man on 
the soll growing the crops, has had 
probably the poorest living in the 
nation. He has had no incentive to 
better his farm and could not 
better himself because ends never 
met. 

“Landlords supply him only with 
enough equipment and credit to 


produce the cash crop and when it 


is marketed debts take his share. 
“That system won't work any 
more and I think I have a way out. 
Five years ago I split my farm into 
20 balanced units, with a farm 
family on each 200 acres. 
“Each unit operates as an inde- 


pendent farm on a partnership 


basis with me. The upkeep and 
the income is shared equally. 

“Each farm started with modern 
farm machinery, six mules, six 
cows, six brood sows and from 200 
to 300 chickens. 

“Where once these farmers ‘laid- 
by’ when the cotton was picked, 
they are now handling the poultry, 
the livestock and farm produce. 
When the cotton and other crops 
come on the produce season is 
over. 


All Have Automobiles. 


“Thus, when the cotton money 
comes in the farmers’ debts do not 
eat it up, for his year-around in- 
come has kept him out of debt. 
The gross income for a farm oper- 
ated by a family of four is about 
$6000 a year, above their living, 
which is more than double the av- 
erage tenant’s income. All of these 
farmers, incidentally, have automo- 
biles. 

“We have, too, the advantage of 
co-operative buying and selling; 
eventually we will have the advan- 
tage of co-operative processing 
canning and so on. 

“None of my partners is buy- 
ing his farm yet—but only be- 
cause of the general agricultural 
slump. The way is waiting and 
as soon as conditions improve they 
will start. The farms are worth, 
all told, $10,000 each and could be 
paid for in five years or a little 
more.“ 


Thousands ot farms in the South 
nave passed into the hands of 
banks and insurance companies in 
the lust decade, many of them 
northern. One Chicago concern, 
for example, owns 400 Georgia 
farms, while the Federal Farm 
Bank of the third district owns 
6500 farms. 

Evans thinks chain farming can- 
not be successful because it too 
closely parallels the tenant system, 
but his partnership plan, he be- 
lieves, can be applied to any size 
area.

“The body,” said Dr. Heyl, “is 
after all simply a physical and 
chemical laboratory. There is no 
reason why we cannot understand 
it all some day. We are getting 
nearer all the time, 

Artificial Organic Compound, 

“One hundred years ago it was 
considered impossible to make 
synthetically such à thing ag an or- 
ganic compound, a substance hav- 
ing certain peculiarities of living 
things. It was even impious to 
think it might be done. Tet now 
thousands of these organic com- 
pounds have been produced syn- 
thetically. 

“The progress recently has been 
rapid and the latest is the discov- 
ery of the respiration ferment by 
Fischer. This ferment is the mid- 
dleman in the delivery of oxygen 
from the blood to the body tissues. 
This process is intimately connected 
with our life. 5 

Jam quite satisfied that even- 
tually we shall come to a solution 
of the mystery of life. Then we 
shall understand all the life proc- 
esses as well as we now know the 
burning of a lump of coal. 

Protoplasm Basis of Life. 

“Protoplasm is the basis of all 
living matter. Some day we shall 
learn how to produce protoplasm. 
It may or it may not turn out to 
be living. If it is alive, we shall 
have created life artificially.” . 

Dr. Heyl was asked whether 
there is in sight any possibility of 
creating life that is conscious. 

“That is too far ahead to talk 
about,” he said. “We shall learn 
the physics, mechanics and chem- 
istry of the body. We may find 
some time the connection between 
life and consciousness, but I do 
not know.”

Counsel Reads List — Says 
There Was No Direct Refer- 
ence to Public Ownership. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Assert- 
ing that public power utility asso- 
ciations of the country stood 
charged with disseminating in 
schools propaganda against vublio 
or municipal ownership, B. F. 
Weadock, their counsel, gave to the 
federal Trade Commission today a 
state-by-state list of pamphiets and 
read into the record of the utility 
investigation approval of educa. | 
tional authorities given each publi- 


cation. 

Going down thé list from Tilinois 
to Tennessee. Weadock made the 
categorical assertion that each 
pamphlet contained no direct refer- 
ence to public ownership of utili- 
ties. 
were issued to give school children 
information regarding the opera- 
tions of public utilities, and thaf 
they were prepared or distributed 
by the state and regional utility in- 
formation bureaus allied with the 
joint committee of the national util. 
ity associations which he repre- 
sents. 

He read into the record letters 
from state superintendens of edu- 
cation for many of the states, which 
either approved of the distribution 
of booklets or gave to the state util.- 
ity information offices mailing lists 
of school principals. 

Weadock qualified the statement 
when he read an extract from the 
pamphlet for Oregon in which 
methods of financing private and 
public utilities were compared. 

At the suggestion of Commission 
er McCulloch, the record was made 
to show that all the letters from 
state superintendents and other 
high educational authorities were in 
response to solicitation by the util- 
ity bureaus which had sought offi- 
cial approval for placing the pam- 
phlets in the schools. 

Counsel for the utilities compa- 
nies sought to introduce an analy- 
sis of advertising expenditures of 
the industry to show that the total 
spent in newspapers for 1928 was 
$8,426,320. 

The figure, contained in a docu- 
ment prepared by William H. 
Hodge, vice president and manager 
of sales and advertising of the 
Byllesby Engineering & Manage- 
ment Corporation, was contrasted 
with the $28,000,000 or $30,000,000 
which had been estimated in pre- 
vious testimony to be the total 
spent by the industry during the 
year. The latter estimate was 
characterized in the analysis as un- 
true. 

Commissioner McCulloch did not 
permit the analysis to be placed in 
the record until it had been studied 
by Chief Counsel E. Healy of the 
commission, as Hodge was not 


present to testify regarding its ac- 
curacy.

dianapolis. The quality of gas is 
not the same in ali cities, so that 
to make a fair comparison rates 
have to be adjusted for content in 
b. t. u. (British thermal units) 
which denote the heat value. 

In St. Louis for gas containing 
600 B. t. u. the cost of 2000 cubic 
feet in a month is $2.37, the in- 
creased rates having been put into 
effect last Afril. In Indianap- 
olis it ig #1.90. In Chicago the 
cost of 2000 cubic feet is $1.68 but 
since it contains only 600 B. t. u.. 
the bill must be increased by 20 per 
cent to make it comparable to the 
charge in St. Louis. That makes 
it $2.02, 

In Detroit, where the gas com- 
pany operates on a day-to-day per- 
mit and not under a franchise, with 
rates fixed by the city instead of by 
a state commission, the rate for 
2000 feet is $1.64, but adjustment 
to equalize it with heat value of St. 
Louis gas makes the bill $1.83. 

For smaller monthly consump- 
tion the cost in St. Louis is rela- 
tively still greater. 

What It Costs the Consumer. 


More than 12 per cent of the gas 
bill paid by St. Louisans is required 
to give the company its return of 
7% per cent on the $5,818,000 “go- 
ing value” in its valuation. This 
amounts to $436,350 a year. Elim- 
ination of this item would reduce 
the bill of $2.37 to $2.17. 

City Counselor Muench opposed 
the “going value“ allowance in the 
1926 valuation and again in the 
rate case of a year ago, which re- 
sulted in the increase in rates. He 
included it among the assignments | 
of error in the appeal to the Cole 
County Circuit which last week de- 
cided against the city. 

In its report of Jan. 15, 1929. the 
Public Service Commission gave no 
reasons in support of the going 
value“ allowance except that this 
was the amount allowed in a pre- 
vious order as of Oct. 1, 1925. The 
commission said: “There has heen 
a great deal of theory injected into 
the case at bar relative to what 
this commission and other commis- 
sions have allowed as “going value“ 
in other cases, but going value is 
peculiar to each and every ease and 
can only be determined from the 
evidence and facts submitted. There 
are very few if any real facts 
touching on the “going value’ of 
this property brought forth at this 


this figure in which the $5,818,000 
going value was retained, constitut- 
ing more than 12 per cent of the 
total. The city had contended for 
an allowance of not more than 6 
per cent for going value and sub- 
mitted data showing that the aver- 
age allowance in similar cases was 
around 4 per cent. 

In the recent New York Tele- 
phone Co, case the Federal Court 
cut the special master’s going 
value allowance from $35,000,000 
to $10,000,000, with a total prop- 
erty valuation of $475.590,609.

Calfee's Dissent. 

In a dissenting report objecting 
to the $47,000,000 gas department 
valuation, Commissioner Calfee ac- 
cused the company of making dou- 
ble and contradictory use of de- 
preciation claims at .different 
times to serve its own ends. He 
said that in the valuation case in 
which rates were not at issue the 
company contended for a very 
small accrued depreciation, the 
purpose being to get a high basic 
valuation. And then in the rate

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SLIM PICKING FOR THE BIRDS. 

St. Louis and vicinity now are host to many spe- 
cies of birds, which enliven the wintry scene. These 
birds are able to withstand the cold, and ordinarily 
their foragings yield enough food to sustain them. 
But snow and sleet, particularly the latter, cut off 
the food supply and are likely to take a heavy toll of 
feathered life. A sleet storm such as the present one 
covers the ground and coats trees and bushes so the 
birds cannot get their usual food supply. 

A few crumbs and scraps from the table, scattered 
in the back yard, will bring relief at a time when, in 
the words of the lamented Briggs, “a feller needs a 
friend.” Birds of many species will gather to such a 
feast, and watching them as they feed will well repay 
one for the slight trouble. Let's feed the birds.

We are glad to encourage the cheesemen in their 
campaign to obtain a larger clientele for their health- 
ful and economical product. For some snooty reason 
cheese is woefully unappreciated. It deserves much 
better play on the week's menu. Thus far the Post-

er; but we break with it on the ground that the 
cheese eater, if he would know the best that has been 
ripened in the world, must have the international 
point of view.

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A VOICE FROM THE PAST. 


As head of a great public utility, Newcomb Carl. 
ton, president of the Western Union, might be er- 
pected to believe devoutly in the doctrine of mo- 
nopoly. He doesn’t. Testifying before the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, Mr. Carlton preached 
the gospel of competition in pungent eloquence.

The final responsibility 
for that decision must of course be theirs, 
but it will naturally and rightiy be shared 
and lightened by all parties. 

Palestine, a trust, and a very complicated 
one, given to us by the League of Nations, 
is a matter which concerns the British peo- 
ple as well as the Government of the day. 
On that there is no controversy. It is of 
very great importance that much caréful 
and dispassionate thought should be given 
to that problem during the coming months. 
and more especially perhaps before the 
commission's report is published. The 
clearer we are as to the fundamentals of 
policy the easier will detailed decision be. 

Three things can be taken ag axiomatic: 
In the first place there can be no question 
of abandoning or altering the mandate, and 
therefore we are committed to the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish national home, for the 
mandate embodles the promise made to 
Jewry in the Balfour declaration.

PRISONERS TRY TO BURN * 
JAIL AT PHOENIX, ARIZ. 


Blazing Mattress Thrown on Roof; 
Attempt Made to Start Riot 
After Fire Is Put Out, 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Jan 9. — An 
attempt by prisoners to burn the 
county jail here was under investi- 
gation today. The prisoners set 
fire to the building last night by 
hurling a blazing mattress to the 
roof of one of the wings. The 
blaze was extinguished before it 


could do any serious damage. 

Sheriff C. H. Wright said that 
after the fire had been put out 
prisoners in a section of the jail 
four stories above the street at- 
tempted to start a riot, throwing 
plates and food to the ground. He 
isolated the suspected ringleaders. 

The disturbance was one of sey- 
eral which have occurred recently 
in an apparent effort of disgrun- 
tled prisoners to attract attention 
of pedestrians passing by the jail. 
Several weeks ago prisoners threw 
food from windows, and dropped 
notes to the street complaining 
that they were not adequately fed. 
The Sheriff announced that regu- 
lar jail rations had been issued to 
them, At that time the trouble 
appeared to have developed among 
Federal prisoners being held in the 
county jail.

“T attribute a part of the present 
slackening in radio sales as ac- 
tually due to this one cause. The

But 
the broadcasting agencies will, be 
fore long, feel the effects of this 
growing policy in the falling off of 
large numbers of listeners, with

That tonsils may be foci (places) 
for infection there can be no 
doubt whatever. Disease germs 
can actually grow in the tonsil 
tissue, Rheumatic fever, heart dis- 
ease, chorea and other diseases 
surely bear a close relationship to 
bad tonsils. Experiments have 
shown that rheumatic conditions in 
children, and the heart impairment 
that so often follows in their wake, 
dropped from 85 per cent to about 
30 per cent after removal of the 
tonsils, 

The question of surgical re- 
moval of the tonsils is not always 
an easy one to decide. Certainly 
all diseased tonsils should be re- 
moved and removed completely. 
But just as surely, the tonsils 
which do not become inflamed, 
are not diseased and giye no trou- 
ble, should be allowed to remain. 

The belief that tonsilectomy — 
the name for tonsil removal—- may
